The Chief Justice—In making this applica- 
tion are you citing any precedent for me in 


its support? 

Mr. Wakely—I cail give you a precedent, 
but not one of this magnitude. 

The Chief Justice—You state that he was 
a member of the solicitors’ profession, struck 
off the roll, was called to the Bar, and now 
he is disbarred in England at his own re- 
quest. You have not, however, stated what 
his career was in the interval, and that it 
nad heen marked by the occupancy of a high 
udicial office, though in my opinion that 
io an important bearing upon; ithe applica- 
tion. 

Mr. Binchy—Those matters are mentioned 
in bis affidavit, but are left out at his own 
request. 

The Chief Justice—I have judicial and 
other knowledge in reference to his career, 
and I think that is an important matter for 
consideration. 

: A PRECEDENT. 

Mr. Binchy—In regard to precedent, there 
is one in connection with the case of a 
lavyer who was a Lord Chancellor of 
Ireland and retired, but after practising 
at the English Bar as a barrister he 
came back to Ireland and was admitted as a 
solicitor. That was the case of Sir James 
Porter in the reigns of King James and 
King William. 

The Chief Justice—That is a different posi- 
tion from that of a man who had occupied a 
high judicial position in this country, and then 
coming back to practise in courts in which 
he presided. It seems to me to raise very 
important considerations, for which I would 
like to have your assistance. 

Mr. Binchy—My researches have only re- 
vealed to me that case of Sir James Porter. 

The Chief Justice—There are other pre- 
cedents surely in England. The ones that 
you have quoted were before the Acts of 
Settlement, so tar as 1 know; and since that 
enactment is there any precedent in England 
or Ireland? 

Mr. Binchy—Your lordship may be aware 
that in 1924 an English King’s counsel was 
debarred at his own request in order to 
practise as a solicitor in England. 


“ AN UNPRECEDENTED CASE.” 

The Chief Justice—We have in this countr 
the case of Mr. Brunskill who was admitte 
a solicitor in 1899, was struck off the rolls 
at his own request, was called to the Bar, 
performed judicial functions in the County 
Court, and went back to the Bar, and | 
think that he was readmitted to the solicitor 
profession. I think the admission of a solici- 
tor in those circumstances is more than an 
administrative act. It is a most important 
judicial act in which very serious considera- 
tions may arise. it is not merely a matter 
for the profession, and I thought that the 
Incorporated Law Society in such an unpre- 
cedented case as the present one would have 
been able to give me assistance as to what 
are the objections, if any, and what are the 
considerations, if any, to which one should 
have regard in dealing with an application 
of this character. I would like to now the 
facts, the circumstances, and the precedents 
governing this particular case in arriving at 
a determination, and to know how it differed 
irom other cases, 

if I am going to grant the application, is 
that to be a precedent, I should like to know? 
I should like to know, in connection with 
members of the Bar who have retired from 
high judicial office, and have sent in their 
resignations, why they should be admitted 
to practise in the court over which they pre- 
sided. Is that in the public interest, having re- 
gard to their pensions and salaries that are paid 
out of the public funds and chargeable on 
the Exchequer? That implies, I think, that 
they have satisfied the requirements of the 
a te me and that they have received what 
would keep up the dignity of their ition. 

Mr. Binchy asked, tT tow of Phat had 
been -said by th€ Court, that he would be 
given an opportunity of consulting with Sir 
James O'Connor in regard to his affidavit, 
which might be enlarged in order to satisfy 
the Court in regard to the precedents in 
England. 

“1,” said counsel, “ did not look into the 
matters of precedents in Ireland, and at 
present I cannot. gó further.”’ 

The Chief ~Justice—You will find that a 
number of c°:es occurred before the Crom- 
wellian period. of judges analogous to the 
proses case, but they were different, having 

en judges before tho tenure of the office 
was affected by the Acts of Settlement. 1 
do not know if the position since that time 
is affected by any common law precedent. 

THE CASE OF SIR JAMES PORTER. 

Mr. Binchy referred again to the case ol 
Sir James Porter, who, he said, held the 
office of Lord Chancellor under James U., 
left office in that reign, practised as a 
counsel at the outer Bar in England, came 
back to Ireland as Lord Chancellor under 
William IIJ., under whom he held office for 
a considerable time, ard was admitted as a 
solicitor upon his retirement. 

The Chief Justice—That never happened 
again. Though it is, in my Opinion, a great 
honour to have Sir James QO’ returnin 
to the fold again, it seems to me that you wil 
have to give me further reasons for granting 
this application, though Í do not foresee the 
possils ity of such a “cage again arising in 
‘the Court. 

Mr. Wakely—I do not need to tell you 
again that the Council of the Incorporated 
Law Society have no objection to the grant- 
ingot tue application. 

e Chief Justice—That is not enough. 

Mr. Wakely explained that the case was 
carefully considered by the Council of the 
Society as an ordinary case, though the 

licant was of a hi rank than those 
who usually sought ission to pro- 
fession. There was a case of a solicitor who 
was admitted in 1899, was-cailed to the Bar, 
and, after practising , was di at 
his own request, and Was re-admitted to the 
soligitor profession in 1924.

The portions of 
the body which were available were handed 
to Dr. Humphries, and, as a result of 
medical examination, it was ascertained from 
the condition of the Jungs that the infant 
had been born alive. The examination had 
been carried out by Dr. McGrath, of Dublin. 
It would appear that the accused woman 
made no ayswer when cha. cd. 

Guard Staunton, of Ardnacrusha, deposed 
to the finding of the charred remains of a 
child. On , irl 15 he arrested the 
accused woman, and she said, ‘‘I have 
nothing to say.” 

Doctors Joseph Humphries and McGrath 
having given evidence, 


POLICE EVIDENCE. 

Superintendent Moore, Civic Guard, said 
that he saw the accused woman and her 
husband, and told her that he was making 
inquiries into the case, and in a statement 
she said that when the child was born 
there was no one in the hours, She was 
standing near the fire when the child was 
born. She left it on a blanket, and went 
up to bed and fell asleep. When she awoke 
"á went out for milk. Going out she did 
not see the baby, but saw ashes. When 
she came back she stirred the fire and threw 
out the ashes. In the ashes she found 
portion of the child, and threw it into the 
ashpit.. When her husband came in she told 
him to put her to bed, as she was sick, and 
he did so. 

An application for 
Murnane was refused. 

The accused woman did not give evidence, 
and Mr. Murnane addressed the jury. 

The jury found the accused woman guilty 
of concealment of birth, and she was 
sentenced to twelve months’ imprisonment 
with hard labour.

THE BURDEN ON THE DUBLIN 


RATEPAYERS. 


The. Speaker took the chair at 10.35 a.m. 

On the final stagé of the Poor Relief 
(Dublin) Bill, 1929, i 

Mr. GOOD (Ind., Dublin Co.) said that 
when the bill was under discussion the 
previous night Deputy O'Kelly made what 
appeared to him to be an attack on business 
men for not discharging their obligations in 
connection with the bill) He thought that 
the deputy was not quite fair to the business 
men, and for that reason he would like to 
make clear what their attitude had been on 
the bill. They had not at any time objected 
to accepting responsibility for the relief of 
the destitute. t they had questioned 
in connection with the bill was the area upon 
which the charge would be levied. 

People came from all parts of the Free 
State to Dublin looking for employment, and 
unfortunately many of them failed to get it, 
and became a charge on the rates.’ They 
paid at present in the city a poor rate of 
two shillings and tenpence in the pound, 
which was the second cr third highest in the 
Free State. In addition, there was this pro- 
posed ‘* super-tax,’’ the exact extent of which 
nobody could tell. . The amounts mentioned 
had been quéstioned, but he could not 
question Dr. Dwyer’s estimate in view cf 
that Commissioner’s intimate knowledge of 
poor law administration in the city. It was 
unfair that the burden should be cast upon 
ibe city and upon the adjoining townships. 

OPPOSITION INCONSISTENCY. 

He was surprised at Deputy O’Kelly’s 
remarks, in view of the statement of Deputy 
de Valera, that his party believed that the 
city should not have to bear this burden 


The 


unaided, and that the country, as 
a whole, ought to help. That state- 
ment agreed with the view of the husi- 
ness men. Notwithstanding that statement. 


every amendment that attempted to relieve 
the burden en the city and townships was 
negatived by Fianna Fail, and he thought 
that some explanation should be given by 
Fianna Fail Deputies as to why no effort 
had been made to secure the relief which 
Deputy de Valera said that the city should 
et 


The rules of the House prohibited any- 
body but the Minister from moving an 
amendment. which imposed a charge upon the 
Central Fund. That explained why the 
business men did not propose any. amend- 
nents of that kind. 

In addition to the high poor rate they 
were willing to go further, and pay up to 
two shillings in the pound to meet the 
burden of extra relief, but they held that 
anything beyond that should be borne by 
the Central Fund. 

He did not see any solution of the 
problem of relief other than the county sys- 
tem of charge. He was satisfied that that 
was a fair way gf dealing with the problem. 
He was entirely against making this a State 
charge. | Twenty-five years’ experience of 
local administration had told him that a 
problem of this kind was one for local 
authorities, and local authorities only. 


COST OF LIVING INCREASING. 
On the first October, the cost of 
living inde figure in the Free State had 
reached I79, an increase of three points 
since July. The figure for the same period 
in Northern Ireland was 1€5. Further,. dur- 
ing six periods of consecutive twelve months 
the average eost of living figures for Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland showed a slow, 
but steady decline, whilst those in the Free 
ista:e had moved in the contrary direction. 

It was pointed ont thet Dublin was a dis 
tributing centre. This increase of rates put 
an additional overhead burden on the dis 
triLuters in Dublin, who, in turn, placed it 
on the commodities they distributed. The 
local shopkeepers then added a little bit more 
fó the price the farming community had to 
pay, and, in this way, an added burden was 
placed on the one industry on which the pros- 
ywrity of the Free State depended. 

great mass of the country’s exports 
were agricultural products, which were sold 
in the most competitive market in the world, 
and the ability of Free State producers to 
hold that maibet depended upon the cost of 
production, which was ing fo be increased 
by this bill. As they aide to the difficult 
experienced by those engaged in the agricul- 
tural industry in selling their products in 
the English market, so they added to the 
numbers of the ynemployed, and to the solu- 
‘ion of this problem. 


DUBLIN’S ADVANTAGES. : 
W. MORRISSEY (Labour, Tipperary) said 
that no measure that had ever come before 
the House had been subjected to more exag- 
geration or misvepresentation than the pre- 
sent bill, both inside and outside the House. 
He emphasised again that this measure was 
simply asking Dublin City to do what, every 
other county in the conútry had been doing 
for years.

Mr. P. W. SHAW (Govt,. Longford. West. 
meath) said that, far from Dublin being ex- 
ploited by people from the country, the 
smaller towns of the country were being ex- 
ploited as a result of the’ development of 
motor transpot. This problem of distress 
was Dublin's problem, and Dublin would 
have to face it. 

Mr. LEMASS (¥.F., Dublin South) said 
that if Deputy Cood’s speech represented 
the aggregate of the conclusions of the busi.

WHEAT-GROWING.

MINISTER ANSWERS FIANNA 
FAIL ARGUMENTS. 

1 pon the resumption of the debate on the 
motion of Dr, Ryan (F.F.. Wexford) for the 

establishment of a Wheat Control Board. 
Mr. LEMASS (F.F.; Dublin 8.) said that 
Fianna Fail believed that it would be to the 
advantage of the farmers theniselves to place 
larger areas under wheat, that it would give 
more balance. be economic. and induce the 
farmers to make a wiser use of the land. The 
motion would reduce the imports by seven 
million pounds a year. and would make two 
millions a year available for wages to agri- 
cultural workers. : 

The sugar beet factory had made profits 
amounting to forty-five per cent. of the total 
capital invested, and despite that the factory 
took advantage of the three years’ period to 
Yeduce the price to the beet. producers. If 
the Governinent still maintained that it did 
the wise thing when embarking upon the 
beet-growing scheme. it could not possibly 
argue that the present motion should not be 
adopted because of its cost. Its entire cost 
would not be as heavy as the present est. of 
the heet-growing experiment, and would re. 
sult in the acreage under tillage being in. 
creased by over 800.000 arres. The entire 
benefit of the subsidy would go to [rishmen 
in Ireland. and the effect. upon the general] 
economic position would he tremendous: for 
it would increase. production and reduce the 
adverse trade balance. 

THE PRICE OF BREAD, 

If the flour-milling industry were protected 
it could he safely assumed, on the informa- 
tion available, a reduction, aud not an 
increase, could be looked for in the price of 
bread. Experts had advised that flour could 
be produced in this country at a price not 
exceeding the cost of production in Liver- 
pool. 

Mr. BENNETT (Government, Limerick)— 
Why; then, want a tariff ” 

Mr. LEMASS—The cost of production in 
the Irish mills is in excess of English milis. 
because the Irish mills are working only to 
half capacity. Consequently, they could not 
sell flour in competition with the English 
mills, even if the English mills sold it a 
prices that repaid them. It was admitted 
by the English Flour-Millers’ Association 
that the price was under the cost of produc 
tion. An efficient mill operating here to full 
capacity would produce flour as cheaply as a 
mwnull of a similar type in England. 

Continuing, Mr. Lemass said that the 
Tribunal on Food Prices had reported that, 
with the exception of Limerick, the price of 
bread was excessive in relation to the price cf 
flour, and it seemed very strange that the 
Government, having been informed of that 
‘“ profitecring, were taking no steps to pie- 
vent it. and that they advanced as the major 
argument against a proposal to preserve a key 
industry the fact that it might increase the 
price of bread by one farthing per two pound 


loaf. That ‘‘ profiteering ’’ was still going on, 
and the Government were still looking on 


with indifference. 
VIEWS OF THE MINISTER FOR 
EDUCATION, 

Professor O’SULLIVAN, Minister Íoi 
Education, asked did Fianna Fail deputies 
suggest that the trend of thé evidence before 
the Fconomic Committee by agricultural in- 
structors was in favour of the view that the 
small subsidy proposed in the resolution 
would be sufficient to bring about a larce in 
crease in the amount of grain crops grown In 
this country. The value of wheat as a single 
crop was not the question, but the value oi 
wheat in the general economy of the farmer. 
He suggested that no case could be made tor 
a subsidy, and that a five chilling subsidy 
per acre was no good. 

Deputies opposite had spoken of the extra 
erdivary: ativactiveness of wheat, but how, 
in face of that, did they explain that 
country had gone out of wheat-growing? How 
were ihev to avoid the substitution of wheat 
for the oats which were already being grown in 
the country lí there was an increase in the 
acreage ol wheat which would be grown 1m 
small parcels all over the country. there would 
he the dificulty of transport to the mills, and 
the circumstances which existed would not 
permit them to compete with mass produc- 
tion. 


‘ne 


corollary would be that they should control 
all the wheat and flour coming into the 
country, Otherwise the thing would be 
unworkable. That was the biggest advance 
that the Government had ever been asked 
to take in State control, Those in charge 
would be subject to criticism in that House, | 
aud if they made mistakes in the purchase of 
Wheat they would get no miercy when losses 
were made. 

He suggested that the real attitude—the 
real point of view in this matter—was given 
by the leader of the Opposition and Deputy 
Lemass. All the appeals and ail the figures 
they made and quoted were nothing more 
than camouflage, and their veal altitude was 
that the country must be ss self supporting as 
possible; that it was essential that. they 
should produce this article, and could not do 
it without a subsidy and control. There was 
no thought given as to whether the crop 
would suit the farmers; but because it suited 
the policy of the Opposition the facts and 
difficulties were ignored. 

It was inevilable, when they put forward 
this particular resolution, that they should 
ignore the facts and the circumstances that 
prevailed, and also the fundamental question 
as to whether or not it was wise for the 
farmers to change their present system and 
go in for this immense production of wheat. 

THE GOVERNMENT'S OBJECTION. 
One of the Government's principal objec- 
tions to the motion was that it would take 
out of the hands of private individuals what 
he would describe as speculative spirit, and 
be it in the hands of a Chairman of the 
soard of Control. ,If there was substitution 
of wheat for oats, it would considerably in 
crease the cosi to the State, but it would vot 
increase tillaze. In addition, it would mean 
ihe setting up of a board that would he ex. 
tremely costly, and it would cause an 
economic revolution in the country---and re. 
volutions were not always good for the State. 
In conclusion, Professor O’SULLIVAN said 
that what was proposed in this case was to 
compel all farmers to adopt a policy whether 
they individually benefited or not. He sug- 
gested thal what they had got in this case 
from the Fianna Fail Party was a statement 
of the problem of. increasing tillage without 
a solution, 

Mr. M. O'REILLY (F.¥., Meath) said that 
one of the causes of the decline in wheat: 
growing was that the farmers thought that 
live stock could he more easily shifted than 
grain, In a smal] country grain must neces. 
sarily be more profitable than cattle-raising. 
PRACTICAL EXPERIENCE. 

Major WOLFE (Govt., Kildare) gave his 
awn experience as a farmer, and said that 
he had good Jand for wheat growing, and 
he grew wheat from 1908 to 1918, and in 
two years he nade money on it, but in the 
other vears it did not pay at all. 

At this stage progress was reported, and 
the debate was adjourned.

A correspondent writes:—Your para- 
graph concerning the origin of the term 
‘‘ sub rosa’’ prompted me to look up some 
old cuttings, and I find another source to 
which it may be traced. There is a house 
called ‘*‘Ladye Place” at Hurley-on-the 
Thames, in the grounds of which there 
is a portion of a crypt, once part of the 
Priory of St. Mary, the emblem of which 
was a rose. In this crypt the nobility 
plotted the revolution of 1688, and, as the 
rose was carved over the entrance, the 
custom arose to allude to the secret yather- 
ings as sub rosa. I have seen a decanter 
finely cut with a five-petalled rose, and the 
words, '“ Under the rose be it spoken.’’ 
The round decoration that one sees in the 
middle of ceilings is also called a “ rose,” 
presumably originating from the same 
source. There are many beautiful 
examples here in Dublin in the old 
Georgian houses.

Buttermilk has always been used in Ire- 
land for many purposes. For baking it 
has no equal, and as an antiseptic it is 
highly recommended, while many people 
use it as a skin beautifer. It is very good 
for a cold if heated, and also provides an 
excellent drink. Long ago there used to 
be many ‘‘curds and whey ” shops in 
Ireland, where people journeyed for butter- 
milk, and passers-by drop in for a 
drink in the summer; and during the 
winter months, warm curds and whey, 
with butter, was available. These places 
have all disappeared now, however. 

Very few people know that buttermilk 
has had a big part in the success of linen. 
From the year 1272, which gvas the first 
time when Irish linen was heard of in Eng- 
land, up to 1770, linen used to be bleached 
with buttermilk, and it is on record that 
so much was used on the bleaching greens 
tnat there was often a great scarcity of it 
for household purposes.

THE WATERS OF AFRICA. 


This time the old Romantic means to 
disguise his own adventure in a novel 
about pearl-fishing in the Chesterfield 
Islands and around Madagascar. Still 
he has time and room to air his own ideas, 
his philosophy, his strange, elastic 
religion. The evils of the slave trade in 
Africa kindle him to splendid wrath. At 
one moment his virtue is a beacon light ; 
at another the queer code of his buccaneer 
days threatens it. He is talking of 
wrecking, as it was practised in the 


Persian Gulf :— 


“Salvage is loot, too I’m not denying it. If ] 
hadn’t been a bit faddy over me friends, I could 
a’ returned to London in luxury with what I mace 
round about the Persian Gulf. Ob. aye, I could a 
heen rich if I hadn't been too choicey at the dic- 
tutes of religion. I'd get his dhow from a 
Mahomedan, but I'd never attack a Roman Catholic. 
Not but what 1 should a’ been chancy with me 
pickings. same as with any money I’ve had in 
extenso.”” 


Aloysius is very severe on the sourfaced 
type of philanthropy, though his whole 
nature sunned itself in the atmosphere of

~ He continues in this vein, regretting 


that he had not robbed K Pasha :— 


“The fact is, whatever your principles may lead 
you to do with commonhood like those wreckers— 
you can’t rob a _ gentleman. A gentleman's 
jeanners protect him, same as a child's.

could have brought myself to it. 

“Sometimes when I wake in the night and hear 
that Major D—— sleeping off his methylated, I 
have me natural regrets over booty I let slip for a 
whim of the conscience. But regrets never fo md 
me a meal yet. 

“I had me chances, too, when I escorted the 
Sultan’s daughter on her bridal voyage to the 
Persian Gulf, .. Aye, she travelled in state. with 
a retinue of fifty eunuchs. I remember I had 
some trouble in getting the requisite number 
together. ... Plus women slaves... Grand loot 
it would a’ been. The jewels alone... .”

He admits 
to knowing the inside of a prison in 
Madagasear. ‘Eight weeks in prison 
that time, and I might a’ been there to- 
day if they didn’t think I had strong

“Ma'am, there's more than humans manifest 
their spirits bere. Look at that sable I shot once 
up in the wilds of the Transvaal, as it was then. 
Up on the Portuguese border. The grandest sable 
antelope I ever shot. Horns like towers he had. 

“He'd led me and Pali a long dance, doubling 
and bounding enough to make you dizzy. But I 
got him at last in the shoulder. . . fell at ten 
yards. He was such a grand feller, we stood and 
watched him before we made a move. They make 
you feel serious, some of these fine apparitions of 
Nature. ' 

“He looked all ready for fading out o' life and 
then he seemed to think a bit and it gave him 
strength, something he had to ascertain before 
he left this world that bore him. There's a lot 
o ‘physical energy to be got out of pure thought. 
rightly understood. That dying creature struggled 
to his feet like a man. . . came straight towards 
me, stepping slow and thoughtful. He came to 
within a couple of yards of us and took a long 
look in our faces... “Twas all. of a couple of 
minutes before he collapsed and died ... when a 
dying animal of the build of that sable looks at 
you and says ‘ Why?’ with all the last gathered 
forces of his handsome strength, you'll not forget 
it unless your lacking in all the spiritual make- 
up of a man... This making of a living, when 
it leads you to kill Nature’s best, is no game for 
a gentleman. 

“ When you live by the rifle your hand is often 
stayed by what you see. You get faddy about 
killing... “Tis watching their pretty ways pute 
crude thoughts out o' the mind. 

“Those sable antelopes ... their beat covers a 
radius of forty miles, but a keodoo'H take sixty. 
Regular tourists, the bucks, but a lion’ll stay years 
on one spot. A regular stay-at-home, with no 
natural curiosity. .. The buck and the elephant. 
now, they like to feel a bit of horizon beneath 
their feet.

BOOKS TO KEEP. 


The temptation to quote this book is 
irresistible. I remember Coleridge’s 
‘** Ancient Mariner,’’ who made himself a 
terrible bore to the wedding guest until the 
compulsion of story-telling belt him. So I, 
no doubt, with these Aloysius Horn books. 
You will want to mark your favourite 
passages on every page. Yet the first 
editions of these books will be of increasing 
value every year, and one must not pencil 
first editions. Then I must take the book 
and read it to anyone who is shaving or 
sewing or hair-brushing or gardening» 
short, unable to get away from me. at 
is how these books affect me. They are 
books to keep, bedside books, wonderful 
books, unlike anything I have read in ten 
years and more. I love my “ Lavengro”’ 
and ‘‘ Romany Rye,” but George Borrow 
was a little bit schoolmaster, even Sunday 
school teacher at times. Still Jasper 
Petulengro would be good company for 
Aloysius. As for the truth of the 
Aloysius books, it is implicit in them. 
Mrs. Lewis has been worried by absurd 
controversy in America. To suppose that 
she invented Aloysius is to credit her with 
genius beyond the exquisite genius of 
sympathy and intuition which stimulated 
this old Romantic to write and talk for 
her. For these volumes may she be blessed.

touch wood, there are very few who do not 
feel uncomfortable if they break a looking 
glass, or if a picture falls from a wall in 
their house. 

Many superstitions can be traced to 
pagan customs. When Lord Balfour—Mr. 
Balfour at the time—referred to the losses 
of the British Navy in 1915, he touched 
the wood of the Treasury bench ‘‘ just for 
luck.” Touching wood goes back to pagan 
times, when people making an assertion 
used to place their hands on a tree, where 
the gods were supposed to reside, in order 
to prevent some possibly offended deity 
from sending them bad luck. 

The origin of the reluctance to light 
three cigarettes from the one match is an 
interesting one. This superstition is 
believed to be a result of soldiers’ habits 
during the Boer War. They used to “ pass 
a light round for a smoke,’’ and the Boer 
snipers fired at the flare in the hope of 
registering a hit. The result was that if 
he missed with his first shot, he had a 
second chance, and nearly always got his 
man with the third attempt. 


In the Country. 


Country folk invariably are super- 
stitious, and it is quite common to see 
them raising their hats to a magpie, while 
such things as putting up an umbrella 
in the house, seeing a new moon through 
glass for the first time, seeing a robin in 
a tree, and crossing knives at a table, are 
looked on as inevitable portents of evil. A 
more or less recent example of a super- 
stitious person was a taxi-driver, who, on 
being summoned for plying for hire with- 
out a licence badge, pleaded that his reason 
for doing so was that his badge was 
numbered 13. He got off with a caution.

Music was inexplicably 
woven into the lives and thoughts of the 
early Greeks. Homer had told us through 
the medium of Odysseus that there is no 
better way of passing the time than to sit 
at a banquet and listen to music. Mr. 
zevnolds then drew comparisons with the 
music of Hindustan, China, Egypt and the 
Hebrews. He proceeded to deal with techni- 
calities. such as the much-vexed harr-cria or 
mode; Greeks did not employ harmony, ex- 
ept, perhaps, in instrumental music. The 
musical instroments of the Greeks might he 
divided into three sections—stringed instru- 
ments. including the tyre, ‘the cithara and 
the trigonon; wind instruments, such as the 
Panspipe, and percussion instruments. Mr.

CARLOW TECHNICAL SCHOOL. 


Speaking at a distvibution of prizes in. 


CARLOW Technical School, the Most Rev. 
Dr. Cullen. Roman Catholic Bishop of Kil.

of interest, hut the numbers enrolled were 
not what might have been expected from 
Carlow, with its population of seven thousand.

RELIEF WORK IN ENNIS. 

Replying to representations made by Mr. 
Hogan, T.D., on behalf of the unemployed in 
ENNIS, Mr. Commissioner Meghen stated 
that he was hoping to get some work done to 
relieve distress before Christmas. A deputa- 
tion of the unemployed attended the last 
meeting of the County Council and applied 
for assistance. The Council appointed a com- 
mittee t6 investigate the matter, but it was 
found that only £25 is available for Christmas 
relief work. ‘The Council adopted a resolu- 
tion requesting the issue of a Government 
grant for expenditure on relief works, and 
directed the County Surveyor to draft 
schemes for its expenditure. The schemes 
will be placed in the hands of deputies for 
the county, to assist them in placing the 
application before the Free State Minister for 
Local Government. 


MOTOR DRIVERS AND CATTLE. 

‘*In the County MEATH cattle driving is 
a very common thing, and people will have to 
take warning of it. It is more common in 
the Co. Meath than in any other county in 
Ireland—I mean ordinary driving of cattle; 
not the criminal cattle-driving. Whilst the 
people who drive the cattle must take reason. 
able care to keep the catile off the road as 
much as possible. the obligation is very 
strong on motor drivers that they will not 
injure the cattle, I am afraid that it will 
come to that, that drovers wil) have to carry 
lights in future.” This statement was made 
by District Justice Goff at the Navan Dis- 
trict Sessions when imposing a fine of £2 on 
a man named Earnshaw, of Dublin, who was 
summoned by Superintendent Kelly with 
reckless driving of a ‘bus at Ballymagarvey, 
on the Slane to Dublin road on October 5 
last.

SELF-SACRIFICE OF THE FOREMAN. 


OU KRENSTOWN, Friday. 

A- deep gloom has been cast over 
Queeustown to-night by the news received 
here a few hours ago of a tatai accident 
on the stranded White Scary liner Celtic, 
resulting in loss of three lives and the 
asplis xiation of sixteen other workmen, six 
of whom are now detained in the local 
infirincry ‘or treatment. 

The first intimation received in Queens- 
town of the aecident was a message from 
the British écatroyer Seawoli, then at her 
moorings off ‘Queenstown: “i: 

This was sent by wireless from the Cork 
Harbour Beard’s pilot launch, Luth na 
Mara, which was on station at the 
harbour’s mouta, and was hailed by those 
aboard the Celtic following the accident. 

It contained the news that three men 
were dead, and sixteen others (some 
seriously» were ill, and medical assistance 
was urgently. required. | 

Upon receipt of this news Dr. J. J. 
O'Connor, pert medical officer, and Dr. J. 
Hegarty were immediately sought; and 
were rushed out in a motor boat to the 
scene of the accident, five miles away. 


ON THE FERRY BOAT. 

\bout 4.50 this afternoon the company’s 
ferry boat, i for conveying the men to 
and from work, was observed steaming 
around Spike Island at the mouth of the 
inner harbour. Meanwhile the news had 
spread around the town, and long before 
the launch hove in sight hundreds of 
people line] the town pier awaiting news 
of the occurrence. 

Amone these were many women, rela- 
tives of those working on the wreck. 

As the launch drew alongside about a 
dozen workmen were observed lying about 
the deek.. These appeared in the majority 
to be more or less dazed and unable to 
walk. With these men were a few 
comrades whó had been sent ashore to 
assist them to- hospital. 

Jaunting cars and other vehicles were 
requisitioned vo bring the suffering men, 
still gasping for breath, to the hospital. 
In some caress the men had to be carri2d 
out of the launch and held in place on the 
cars, 

At the hospital they were attended by 
Dr. J. Hennessy. and the Matron, Mrs. 
Gallagher, and, with four exceptions, were 


later allowed te preceed to their homes. :

CORK TUG’S EFFORTS 
UNSUCCESSFUL. 


-“ 


The’ s.s. Goleta, which grounded on the 
beach between Rosslare Strand and 
the Fort promontory; has become 
more embedded in the sand, and an 
attempt which was made yesterday 
afternoon to refloat her~by the tuz- 
boat Morsecock, of Cork, was un- 
successful, . 

Operations were commenced by the 
Morsevock between 4 and 5 o'clock 
at. high water,. and were continued 
for over half-an-hour, but beyond 
swaying movements of the Goleta no 
Lege gene progress was made. 

Since she grounded, the difficulty. of 1¢- 
floating her has considerably inereased. A 
tug boat arrived on the scene yesterday 
from Dublin, but her services so far have 
not been’ engaged. Both tugs are, how- 
ever, standing by, and a further attempt 
to refloat the Goleta, it is stated, will be 
made to-day. 

In navigation circles the general opinion 
is that the vessel is not. in danger of 
breaking up, usiless a severe south-easterly 
gale arises, und even with such an 
eventuality it is thought that she mignt 
be driven in further on the beach, where 
she would then be safe. 

Before high-tide vesterday she was about 
sixty yards from the sendbanks. 


CAPTAIN’S STATEMENT, 


Captain Myers, the master, reports that 
before the vessel grounded her speed had 
been decreased. The siren of a steamer 
at Rosslare Harbour was heard by him 
before she grounded, and believing he was 
off Strumbles Head he continued his 
course until he made: fast on the beach. 

The fifteen members. of the crew, who 
were. taken to Rosslare Harbour. by the 
lifeboat of that station on Thursday night, 
rejoined the Goleta yesterday afternoon. 

Hopes are entertained that during one 
of the high spring. tides of the next few 
days she may be refloated. So far no 
damage has occurred to the vessel, 
approach to which was almost impossib!e 
yesterday, except by. the tug-boat, owing 
to the high swf. 

A local resident. on horseback, waded to 
the vessel’s side with a telegram for 
Captain Myers. 

Despite being almost washed completely 
by the waves the rider continued on his 
errand and safely delivered the message 
to one of the crew, a man named Rossiter, 
and a native of Co. Wexford, who re- 
mained with the master and the officers 
after the other members departed by the 
lifeboat on Thursday evening. By means 
of a ladder from the vessel’s side Rossiter 
succeeded in grasping the telegram which 
the ‘horseman at tall stretch reached out 
to him. 

It was learn:d last night that Captain 
Myers conter:p!ated communicating with 
a war vessel at Queenstown for assistance, 
should the circumstances warrant.

The Times. to-day, in a leading article 
on “ Canadian Politics,” says:—Canadian 
politics are difficult for any outside 
observer to:follow, There are many lines 
of .division, and they.cut across one 
another in the most perplexing way. Even 
the fiscal issue, which once constituted the 
main line of cleavage, has now become 
blurred. The Liberal Party, which used 
to be strongly low tariff, if. not free trade, 
has of recent years fallen away from this 
position. It naw contains a large protec- 
tionist element, and the solid block of 
French members from Quebec, which exer- 
cises "the predominant influence in ‘he 
party councils; is all for high tariffs to 
foster the growing industries of the pro- 
vince. The fiscal issue is still alive, and 
it is still: important; » but it no longer 
divides the parties tó the same extent, 
The highly protectionist - Conservatives, 
who draw their main strength from the in- 
dustrial centres Of Ontario, are faced by 
the farmers and-progressive parties repre- 
senting the. agriculturists of the Prairie 
Provinces which pay the cost of protection 
and derive least benefit from it, ‘and are 
urgent in their demands for a reduction of 
the “burdens: it» imposes: 6nsthem. © 'Phey 
are allied in. various degrees with tha 
Liberals, whom they regard as a lessez 
evil than the Conservatives. 

_ The solidity of'the French Liberal blocx 
in Quebec, and its commanding position in 
the Federal Liberal Purty, have had the 
unfortunate effect of reviving the sectarian 
and racial issues. The recent Saskatch>- 
wan, elections turned largely on ithe 
sectarian question as it affected the 
schools, and it. was a Protestant revolt 
against what was regarded as Roman 
Catholic aggression which gave the Con- 
servatives their; sweeping victory in the 
province. In Canada there is a 
tendency to ‘regard French-Canadian 
and Roman Catholic as-one and the 
same, at Jeast in politics, but there is 
a very large body of Irish Roman Catholic 
voters who do not. in all matters: sée eye- 
{o-eye with their. French cvo-religionists. 
To use the schools question as an example, 
though they might be glad to see as many 
Roman Catholic teachers in the schools 
as possible, they would certainly not be 
satisfied that they should all be French. 


A STRONG CANADA. 

No doubt, both - Conservatives and 
Liberals aim at building up a strong 
Canadian nation. within the British 
Impire, though they’ would -emphasise 
differently the two sides of that dual aim. 
The Liberals may seem at times a little 
indifferent to the unity of the Empire in 
their anxiety to imspire with a Canadian 
national patriotism the different races 
which corapose the: Canadian. nation, and 
inelude not merely the Freneh of Quebec, 
but large blocks of Slav, Scandinavian 
and other., non-Gritish settlers pn the 
prairies. The Conservatives have at 
times been. accused of lukewarmnéss in 
their Canadian fpatribtism, and ‘in zeal 
for Canadian. autonomy owing to their 
anxiety to maintain the British tradition 
in Canada and the partnership.of Canada 
inthe Enepire: . It is this difference oi 
outlook which: explains why~the french 
Canadians, whose general political and 
economic predilecticns. would naturally 
bring them into the Conservative. camp, 
are. so unanimous in their support of the 
Liberal Party.

The icy wind which swept out of the 
West with the force of a gale yesterday 
continued its assaults throughout the 
night, and by eight o'clock the tempera-., 
ture had gone down to 22 degrees, New 
York’s first real taste of winter this season. 
The Weather Bureau announced that. the 
cold is likely to last several jdays, ‘with 
the temperature dropping to 15 degrees. 

The approach of winter, in fact, was 
felt generally throughout the country to- 
day. In the North-West and in several 
Central States the glass fell to below zero, 
while freezing weather was experjenced as 
far south as Georgia. Snow has fallen in 
the Rocky Mountains and in many sections 
of the country, the heaviest fall being in 
the North-West and Central Mississippi 
Valley. 

The intense cold has caused much suffer- | 
ing in the region of the Great Lakes, and 
several deaths have resulted.

RYKOV AND ECONOMIC

MOSCOW, Friday: 

In his speech to the opening session of 
the U.S.S8.R. Central Executive Com- 
mittee, held here to-day, Rykov referred 
to the resumption of . Anglo-Soviet 
relations. He pointed out that the pro- 
gramme of development of economic. con- 
nections outlined by Piaakov to the 
British Business Delegation could now be 
considerably extended, since the five-year 
plan of economic development would be 
carried out in three years. 

Speaking of the Soviet Government’s 
concession policy, Rykov stated that, 
though some concessionaires had liquidated 
their businesses, the Soviet Government 
was prepared, as before, to grant con- 
cessions to foreign capital. The Govern- 
ment wanted concessionaires to work in the 
U.S.8.R. on foreign capital, and not on 
Soviet capital, and to be content with a 
profit exceeding the ordinary capitalist 
profit, but to refrain from pursuing, in the 
U.8.8.R. a —plunderous policy and sup- 

ing counter-revolutionary elements. 
Rykov also outlined the plan for economic 
development during the current year.

Ithough in the regulations there is a 
warning to the effect that. no candidate shall 
be permitted to pass if, in the opinion of the 
examiners, he shows gross ignorance in any 
subject of the examination, It seems possible 
that on the principle of a pass by compensa- 
ticn a candidate would be able to obtain a 
certificate, even if his marks in one or more 
subjects fell considerably below what are con- 
sidered pass marks by other examining 
bodies, provided that in cther subjects his 
marks were proportionately above the pass 
mark, So far as is known the practice of 
ore by compensation obtains with no 
other body holding preliminary examinations 
recognised hy the Council.” 

The Committee had passed a resolution 
that in these circumstances they felt some 
anxiety as to whether a candidate who had 
obtained only 25 out of 120 marks in Latin, 
and was, nevertheless, granted a certificate 
could be regarded as having reached 
x sufficient standard of general education.

A CHOKED PUMP.

MEN WHO WENT TO SEEK 
DEFECT. 

Telephoning early. this 
correspondent says :— 

A further account says that a six-inch 
electrical submersible pump was lowered 
yesterday morning into the bottom com- 
partment of No. 2 hold. At high tide 
there was about twenty-five feet of water 
in the hold, and this receded ten feet at 
low water. This hold was pumped out a 
couple of months ago, and the manhole 
covers’ Over the tanks were removed to 
allow amy foul gases to escape. 

Pumpmg ‘had been proceeding for some 
three hours, and the water had receded a 
couple of feet: below the level of the tank 
tops in which the grain was stowed. As 
the water dried off from the grain, it ?s 
supposed that poisonous gases which had 
apparently collected in that compartment 
became released and filled the lower 
portion of the hold, 

As the water in the central division was 
being pumped out it was noticed that the 
surface turned~blaek and boiled up, and 
gas formed. Sediment from the bottom 
also came to the top and escaped. 

It is also thought that some large object 
must have been sucked up through the 
pump; for the pumpman in charge noticed 
a leak in the joint connecting the discharge 
pipe with the pump. 

he pumpman is believed to have 
directed Burke..and, Finlay, to descerttl 
into the hold “and examine the defect. 
They descended into the hold, and the 
pumpman went away to stop the supply of 
current to the pump. On his return a few 
moments later to the top of the hold he 
saw the two men, Burke and Finlay, 
sprawled out on “the wy of the tank 
apparently’ unconscious. e immediately 
gave the alarm. 

Mr. Carmichael, who was near at hand. 
thinking that the men had been injured 
by an accident, descended the ladder into 
the hold, and was followed by William 
Peterson and John Packham. On reaching 
the bottom of the tank Mr. Carmichael 
must’ have realised the presence of gas, 
and shouted to the other two men to return. 
Carmichael ‘then stumbled to the ladder 
and attempted to ascend. As he came up 
he stumbled, let go his hold, and fell back 
into the water of the central] compartment. 
This was how Carmichael] met his fate.

The original complaints and the pro- 
weedings “at. the meetings | concentrated 
mainly on the shipping companies’ port-to- 
port charges, . It was, however, agreed that 
the amounts of the through rates in 1914 
and in 1929 were not likely to be the sub- 
ject of much dispute. 

PERCENTAGE INCREASES. 

It is generally recognised that the per- 
centage increase on through freight rates 
from Irish ports to interior places in Great 
Britain is akout 60 per cent. over pre-war: 
from interior places in Ireland to ports and 
interior places in Great Britain a percentage 
of 65 applies to many of the figures, while 
the remainder vary and no general figure Is 
available for them. These increases m 
through freight rates compare with the 
following range of increases shown by the 
port-to-port rates elicited at the meeting of 
the 19th June:—

The higher limit in each ‘case arises in 
respect of relatively unimportant parts of the 
traffic, such as lambs or calves. 

THE MINISTER'S VIEW. 

The Minister’s desire expressed in the Dail 
on the 24th May last, that some determina- 
tion should be come to as to what, . the 
freights are in fact, might therefore be re- 
garded as realised. In considering the infor- 
mation now available, as to the imcreases in 
rates between thé Saorstat and Great Britain, 
it appears to the Minister that, prima facie, 
the seg psiig companies áre receiving much 
less out of through fates on an average 1 
they cherge for port-to-popt traffie: If the 
steamship companies were satisfied that the 
amounts they receive out of through rates for 
the conveyance of live-stock are reasonable, he 
could come to no other conclusion than that 
the port-to-port rates are quite unjustifiable. 
lf, on the other - hand, the  steam- 
ship companies ‘contend that their through 
rates proportions are unduly low, then it 
would appear that the local traffic is to some 
extent subsidising the throuch traffic. 

PORT TO PORT CHARGES. 

In either event the Minister considered that 
some rectification of the present position is 
essential, and he suggested that it was now 
the busineag of the steamship companies to 
consider what action should be taken, in view 
of the, disparity which appears to exist, In 
this connection the Minister noted that 
through rates via Dublin and Birkenhead 
were not available to the live stock trade 
between the years 1912 and 1919. He pre- 
sumes that their re-introduction in the latter 
year was Of material advantage to the trade, 
and he further noted that few complaints 
had been brought before his department as to 
the character of the transit service performed 
by the shipping companies within recent years 
— the ‘principal one has been as to the amount 
of the rates charged. 

THROUGH AND PORT TO. PORT RATES. 

“I think,” the Chairman said in con- 
clusion, ‘‘that statement is quite clear, but 
in order that there may be no possibe mis- 
apprehension I wish to add that the Minister 
has no evidence before him “which would 
justify’ him im saying that the port to port 
charges are excessive, as compared with the 
increased working costs of the steamship com- 
pany. He confines himself to the opinion 
that the apparent disparity between. the 
through rates and the port to port rates calls 
for adjustment.” 

MISUNDERSTANDING FEARED. 

Mr. D. Barry (British and Irish Conipany) 
said that he would respectfully ask the Chair- 
man to withdraw the copy of his statement.

RESCUE WORK AGAIN 
SUSPENDED. 

Further efforts were made yesterday to 
extricate Mr. William Sales, aged 91, of 
Highfield Cottages.
